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AGRICULTURAL SUMMARY: Utah saw mostly dry conditions last week, with only 4 out of 34 weather stations reporting 0.03
inches or more of precipitation, according to the Mountain Regional Field Office of the National Agricultural Statistics Service, USDA.
Corn harvested for grain is currently at 70 percent complete, behind the prior year. Winter wheat planting is currently at 98 percent
complete. Cattle and calves continue to come off pasture, currently at 95 percent complete. Pasture and range continues to be in poor
condition due to the lack of moisture. Box Elder County reports most field work is complete and sheep producers are having their flock
grazing on field residue. Beaver County reports conditions are still very dry. Cache County reports calves are shipped and field work
is done for the year. Wayne County reports cattle that normally go to desert range are being fed hay instead due to the poor range
conditions. Hay and roughage supplies were rated 4 percent very short, 24 percent short, and 72 percent adequate. Stock water supplies
were rated 13 percent very short, 43 percent short, and 44 percent adequate.
